A. A. Webb Takes 30 Grains 

of Aspirin, Ounce of Car- 
bolic Acid, Then Jumps 
Into Lake. 


UNABLE TO TAKE CAR. 
OF FAMILY, HE WRITES 


Postoffice Employee H ad 
Been Discharged From Po- 
sition and Had Failed to 

Secure Reinstatement. 


Leaving death bulletins in which he 
described his sensations as the end ap- 
proached, A. A. Webb, aged 45, of 18 
Argard avenue, committed suicide at a 
late hour yesterday afternoon by taking 
30 grains of aspirin, one ounce of car- 
bolic acid and then throwing himself 
in the lake at Grant Park. 

The body was discovered shortly 
after the act was committed. In fact, 
he was seen to throw himself in the 
lake by a woman who refused to give 
her name to the police and who left the 
park before her address or name could 
be found out, according to Officer Gant. 

Officer Gant said that he was stant 
ing near the refreshment stand in the 
park shortly before 7:30 o’clock, talk- 
ing to R. B. Robertson, when some 
woman, whom he did not know, came 
rushing up to them with the statement 
that a man had just thrown himself 
into the lake. 

Mr. Robertson and the officer at once 
went to the scene, which was about 
100 feet from the pavilion on the lake 
mt the north end. Near the bank on 
the west side of the lake they found a 
pile of clothes neatly laid aside, with 
personal effects, including a watch, 


With Death Slowly Approaching 
Sificide Writes Instructions for 
His Funeral and Interment 


s 


Wita death slowly approaching as the result of the dose of aspirin, A. A, 
Webb st night at Grant Park described his dying sensations in a letter 
which gwas left unaddressed. In it he told why he had determined to end his 
life, ked friends to take care of his funeral, and sought God's forgiveness 
for the step he had taken. Then every five minutes or ten minutes he added 
a bulletin, beginning at 6 p. m. and ending at 7:15 o’clock, when he decided 
to go to the lake, take an ounce of carbolic acid and plunge into the waters. 
The letter in full follows: 


6:00 p. m.—I have just taken 30 grains of aspirin and expect to take 1 
ounce of carbolic acid in a few migutes. I had hoped to avoid this, but have 
been swept on by an invincible tide HPI the power of resistance. I have 
fought against it only to delay. I am om of work, and it seems to me with- 
out friends. I have no means to go upon and am embarrassed because I 
cannot take care of my loved ones. I regret to leave all of my people as I do, 
and particularly my boys and girls. They have been without a mother for 
five years, and now they will be fatherless. It is an awful thing to place 
obstacles in the way of life’s best efforts, and this is what Postmaster Jones 
and I. G. Hart did for me: I declare now that they are indirectly guilty 
of my death, for I solemnly swear, as I pass over the river, that my dis- 
charge was efiected by false accusations. I have pleaded for reinstatement, 
which could have been accomplished proper action had been made to 
authorities in Washington. Postmaster Jones was too proud to come clear 
in the matter after he had admitted to me personally that a mistake had 
been made. 

6:15 p. m.—The aspirin is beginning to take effect, but my mind is prac- 
tically clear. This act appears to be very deliberate, but my Heart has 
suffered agonies before the effort to end it all. I write all that there is 
no pleasure in it. 

6:20 p. m.—I have tried to think that it will be best now to seek relief, 
but I am still being swept on in a maelstrom of despair. 

6:25 p. m.—I had intended leaving my watch at home this afternoon, 
but forgot to do so. But I think it will be found on my person when my 
body is found. I am in the large pavilion and do K & know whether I shall 
leave it alive. I know the pain will be fearful when “swallow the acid, and 
I may give an alarm. But I! calculate that no possible :ffort to save me will 
be successful. My loved ones may dispose of my body as they deem best. 
The interment may be either at Adel or Byromville. Perhaps the latter 
woulg less expensive and most convenient to all concerned, but Adel 

‘Ae preferred. Relatives or friends will have to finance my burial, but 
A leaving a small amount of insurance. My. dear little daughter is at 
Byromville, and if the interment is at Adel, should go on down there instead 
of coming back to Atlanta. I ask the forgiveness of dear old mother, my 
dear brothers and sisters, and my precious, helpless children, and my dear 
little wife for the sorrow and suffering that is coming to them. Forgive 
me and forget me as quickly as possible. Of Almighty God, whom I have

The usual period of comparative in- 
activity has followed the western front 
gains reported by Paris and London, 
and partially confirmed by Berlin. The 
Germans have, however, attempted a 
new blow at the French at the point 
of the famous 8t. Mihiel salient. This 
salient juts far into the French line 
southeast of Verdun and has been the 
scene of some of the bloodiest fighting 
in France. The force of the Germans’ 
blow carried them to the French 
trenches, but, Paris says, they were 
evicted immediately by a counter at- 
tack. 

The lull on the eastern front con- 
tinues, but the renewed offensive by 
the Grand Duke Nichols in Armenia is 
growing in extent. The recent fighting 
in the region of Lake Van is described 
in Petrograd as a crushing blow to 
the Turks, and Russian military crit- 
ics predict the resumption of the grand 
duke’s advance toward Asia Minor.

H. C. Adams Declares Cap- 
tain Edgar J. Spratling 
Had Taken Advantage of 
Woman Who Slew Him. 


“God knows my wife was justified 
in killing Spratling, for his crime 
against her had preyed upon her mind 
as a horrible nightmare, and, I believe, 
unbalanced ig’ declared H.C. Adams, 
husband of the woman now incarcerated 
in Bibb county jail for shooting to death 
Friday morning Captain Edgar J. Sprat- 
ling, of Company “F” national guard 
of Georgia, at Camp Harris, Macon, 
Georgia. 

Captain Spratling, an Atlanta phy- 
sician, is alleged by the’ husband to 
have attacked the woman who killed 
him while he was treating her in his 
offices in the Empire Life building for 
organic trouble. 

Mrs. Adams had left Atlanta early 
Friday morning without the knowledge 
of her husband. 

Wife Justified, Says Husband. 

In Atlanta Friday H. C. Adams, hus- 
band of the slayer, was found and told 
of the occurrence. “I didn’t know she 
was going to do it,” he said. “But she 
is justified, ii any person ever was. 
She told me last Friday of the reason 
which prompted her act today, and she 
then threatened to kill him. I thought 
l had succeeded in convincing her that 
it was of no use. She had a right to 
shoot him.” 

Mr. Adams was at the time attend- 
ing his duties as an employee of the 
Piedmont Jaundry.

“This man has 
preyed on her for several. weeks, and

Brotherhoods May Accept. 


Although the _ railroad presidents 
would not attempt to forecast how their 
counter proposition would be received 
by the men, some of them were inclined 
to believe the brotherhoods would de- 
cide that much had been conceded, and 
that it would be a losing fight to hold 
out for their original demands. 

Heads of the four railroad brother- 
hoods went to the white house today 
and informed President Wilson that 
under no circumstances could they hold 
their committee of 640 here after to- 
morrow night. The men, they said, 
were demanding that they obtain some 
definite answer from the railroad heads 
on President Wilson’s plan already ac- 
cepted by them, or they be permitted 
to go home and prepare for a strike. 
Everything was declared to be in read- 
dness for a walk-out whenever the com- 
mittee of 640 gives the word. 

The president is understood to have 
given the men no definite promise as 
to what he would do. He made an 
appointment with them for noon to- 
morrow, however, and shortly after 
they left the white house sent for three 
of tpe railroad executives to advise 
them of what had happened. 

The railroad heads insist, as they 
have from the beginning of negotia- 
tions, that it is increased pay and not 
a shorter work-day that the employees 
really desire. To grant them the short- 
er basic day at the present, it is con- 
tended, would mean an additional ex- 
penditure of $52,000,000. 


Would Welcome Strike. 


It has been well Known since the 
presidents came here that many of 
them would welcome a etrike. Some of 
them have pointed out that in their 
opinion submission in the present cri- 
sis would weaken discipline on their 
lines and that it 'would only be a short 
time until the trainmen’s demands are 
followed by similar ones of other em- 
ployees. Many of them feel that a strike 
could last only a few days at the long- 
est, and the more important systems 
would have little trouble handling the 
mails and milk trains and supplying 
the larger cities with foodstuffs. 

The railroad executives virtually dis- 
missed from all consideration today 
questions of freight rate increases and 
of methods of insuring settlement of

The conference committee of manag- 
ers made public several telegrams from 
commercial organizations and indivfd- 
uals supporting their insistence upon 
arbitration of labor digputes. _ 

Brotherhood Leaders Determined. 


It was a determined quartet from the 
brotherhoods that visited the president 
today to read their ultimatum. On 
Wednesday evidence of unrest among 
the committee of 640 became g0 appar- 
ent that their leaders considered the 
situation grave and it required their 
best efforts to prevent a vote on a pro- 
posal to withdraw from the negotia- 
tions immediately. 

Reports of this situation stirred the 
white house to such an extent. that 
Judge Chambers, of the federal board 
of mediation and arbitration, was sent 
to the brotherhood heads by the presi- 
dent to urge them to restrain their men 
from taking any hasty step which 
might wreck all chances of an amic- 
able settlement. The judge is said to 
have told the men previously that an 
answer from the railroad heads prob- 
ably would be forthcoming by last 
night, or today at the latest. This 
news quieted the insurgents for a time, 
but today when no answer came the 
insurrection broke out anew. Then 
the brothehood heads, believing the sit- 
uation almost hopeless, communicated 
with the president their desire to #6e 
him. 

Upon reaching the white house they 
informed the president frankly that the 
men did not believe’ the railroad heads 
were giving them a “square deal. 
They pointed to the long delays that 
have ensued since the arrival of the 
committee of 640 from New York, @ 
week ago, as a climax to thelr argu- 
ment's, producing such called “back-fire”’ 
telegrams which they averred railroad 
heads were sending out urging their 
agents to have citizens wire the presi- 
dent at the railroads’ expense urging 
him to stand firm for arbitration of the 
differences. Their ultimatum followed. 


Wilson Plainly Displeased. 


The president is said to have replied 
that he knew of the telegrams, and to 
have been plainly displeased. The pos- 
sibility of a strike was discussed, it is 
understood, and the men left the white 
house greatly pleased with their recép- 
tion, but extremely pessimistic over the 
outlook. 

Further than declaring the situation 
was unchanged and that they had re- 
ceived no concrete proposal from the 
railroads, the brotherhood heads had 
nothing to say after leaving the white 
house. They returned to the employees’ 
hall, where the men still were in ses- 
sion, but what transpired has been kept 
secret. Adjournment until 10 o'clock 
tomorrow morning was soon taken. 

The men declined to discu'ss any 
phase of the situatien, although one 
or two of them intimated that they 
had been given no details as to the 
nerotiations at the white house. At 
their hotels thev no longer stood in 
‘groups about the lobbies, and hints 

were dropped guardedly that they 
would not have use for their reserva- 
(tions after tomorrow night. 

i W. G Lee, head of the trainmen’s 
| brotherhood, gave out carbon copies of 
‘one of the so-called “back-fire” tele- 
igrams which had been forwarded here 
‘from a brotherhood member in Spokane, 
It was signed with the name of a

| #rbitration, the message said the cost 
‘of the telegrams would be taken from 
the station money and charged to the 
railroad’s aceount. 

Later, A. HK. Garrettson produced a 
telecram from one of the brotherhood 
men in Grand Forks, N. D., which he 
said declared a Great Northern agent 
lthere had received instructions not only 
to obtain ‘‘back-fire’” messages, but 
also to urge upon prospective signers 
that arbtiartion would not only mean 
defeat of a strike, but also prevent an 
increase in freight rates. 

One of the leaders sald tonight that 
in the event of a strike being called 
crews hauling trains with 'supplies for 
soldiers on the Mexican border, a lim- 
ited number of passenger and express 
trains and, possibly, some milk trains 
would be permitted to continue work, 


HUGHES MAKES APPEAL 
TO WYOMING VOTERS 


Cheyenne, Wvyo., August 25.—Charles 
IY, Hughes tonight addressed an au- 
dience at Frontier Park here on the 
importance of upbuilding American in- 
dustries to meet FPuropean competition 
after the war... This, he said, could not 
be done under a tariff for revenue 
only, but could be accomplished under 
a protective tariff such as the repub- 
lican party proposed. 

Mr. Hughes spoke to an audience 
that shivered in the cold night air, 
notwithstanding heavy wraps and over- 
coats. The nomfnee in beginning em- 
phasized the fact that he represented a 
reunited party. 

“We have set aside our differences 
in order that we may achieve great 
national aims,’ Mr. Hughes said. 

“These aims are so high that they 
transcend every possibility of differ- 
ence. I come as the spokesman of an 
historic party, reconsecrated to its best 
ideals and pledged to the service of this 
great nation at an extremely ¢ritical 
time. 

“The upbuilding of Amertcan {ndus- 
try lies at the very foundation of the 
future of the United States.

Mr. Hughes reiterated his declara- 
tion that he favored the appointment 
only of competent, experiencea men to 
the diplomatic service, He also as- 
sailed the administration's foreign pol- 
lcy and cited its course toward Mexico 
las “a conspicuous example of what we 
ought not to do.”

Mrs. Monk is a woman of thirty, per- 
haps a brunette, plump of figure, ani- 
mated and a stylish dresser. She will- 
ingly consented to the examination by 
the military authorities, and offered to 
exert herself in any fashion which 
might avail evidence bearing on Cap- 
tain Spratling’s death.. She suggested 
that a search be made for a number of 
letters she said were in his pocket the 
night previous to the shooting, aver- 
ring that she knew them to be missiveés 
from his slayer, as she had read one of 
them. 

“I told him,” she explained, “that it 
was unsafe to carry them in his pocket, 
as some one at the camp might get hold 
of them. ‘Never you mind,’ he told me, 
‘these letters will be taken care of all 
right; don’t let them worry you.’ 

‘Mrs. Adams and his wife were the 
only two women the captain ever men- 
tioned to me. The woman in Atlanta 
wrote him once saying that his wife 
was almost dead and that she would 
soon be out of the way; then there 
would be no obstacle in the way of her 
plan to establish the apartment in 
Macon.” 

“He Had No Defense.” 

“He was my family physician and took 
advantage of me; if he had lived he 
would never have defended himself, for 
he had no defense. The only mistake 
I made was that I did not tell my 
husband sooner of my condition, but 
nobody ever knows what to do when 
they are in the trouble that I have been 
in for several months,” said Mrs. H. C. 
Adams tonight to a Constitution report- 
er at the Bibb county jail. 

“When all the testimony comes out I 
think they will, say that I am justified 
in doing what I did. My husband has 
walked the floor for nights and has 
been a perfectly crazy man since 
told him about my trouble. And, you 


‘know, any man has to put up with a 


whole lot to stand what he did. The 
only blame he puts on me is that he 
did not know it sooner.” 

Anxious About Children. 

When handed a press report from 
Atlanta stating that the reporters had 
found no one at her home except her 
three children, she secmed anxious and 
exclaimed: “Why, before I left this 
morning I promised to give my next 
door neighbor anything she wished if 
she would look after my children. I 
know she did look after them, for I 
have: some good neighbors and they 
have been very nice to me.”

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NEW RATES NEEDED, 
SAYS R. R. WITNESS 


He Testifies That Georgia 
Cities, as Well as Railroads 
Themselves, Need Pro- 
posed Rates. 


That Rome, Dalton, Chattanooga and 
Atlanta will be materially benefited in 
their relative competitive positions 
with Nashville and the Virginia cities 
through the operation of the proposed 
intrastate Georgia rates was the clos- 
ing statement of Randall Clifton, as- 
sistant freight traffic manager for the 
Southern railway, when he finished his 
testimony on class rates from a number 
of Georgia cities at the Friday morning 
session of the rate hearing before the 
Georgia railroad commission. 

Clifton Again en Stand. 

When Mr. Clifton resumed his tes- 
timony Friday, he sought to show that 
the principle that where a continuous 
line fixes the rate ta a destination for 
& more circuitous route, the more cir- 
cuitous line is governed only if it is 
less than 15 per cent longer than the 
line fixing the rate—that this principle 
is recognized as definitely fixed by the 


interstate commerce commission. It 
was agreed, however, that, even grant- 
ing this, the Georgia commission would 
not necessarily be bound to the observ- 
ance of this rule, 


Mr. Clifton then entered into the com- 


Pletion of his explanation of the prvo- 
posed class rates from Rome and Dal- 
ton. 

He stated that the proposed intra- 
state rates in Georgia from Rome, Dal- 
ton, Chattanooga and Atlanta to the 
more important points in south Geor- 
gia would greatly improve the compet- 
itive relationship between these north 
Georgia points as with Nashville and 
the Virginia cities, this improvement 
being brought about through an advance 
in the interstate rate from the out-of- 
the-state cities in the recent interstate 
adjustgent and by a reduction in rates 
from thle Georgia points to south Geor- 
gio points through the proposed Geor- 
gia intrastate adjustment. 


Other Carriers Consulted. 


Commissioner Hilyer asked whether 
the adjustment of interstate rates, ef- 
feetive last January, had been arrived 
at through consulting the views of the 
southern carriers only, or whether the 
views of the carriers generally through- 
out the United States had been con- 
sulted. 

Mr. Clifton replied that the views of 
such carriers other than those in the 
south, whose business was affected by 
an adjustment of rates in the south- 
east had been consulted. These roads, 
he said, included the lines of the trunk 
line territory of the east, the central 
freight association territory of the 
west and north and the lines operating 
to and in connection with the Missis- 
sippi river crossings, but did not in- 
clude such roads as those of the far 
west, whose territory of operation was

Conference Determined Rates. 

Mr. Cliftem admitted, as Chairman 
Candler, of the commission, himself 
suggested, that the proposed Georgia 
rates had been worked out through co- 
operation between the several petition- 
ing carriers, but denied emphatically 
that there was any idea among the 
earriers of eliminating competition. He 
stated that it would have been impos- 
sible to arrive at a feasible scale in 
any other way than by such confer- 
ences.

NO NECESSITY FOR A STRIKE. 


The Washington Post, right on the scene 
of the battle ground between the railroads 
of the country and their 400,000 employees, 
reaches two interesting conclusions; first, 
that there is no necessity for a strike, be- 
cause there is a way to compose the differ- 
ences at stake; and, second, that the public 
is disposed to stand solidly behind President 
Wilson in his effort to bring about such set: 
tlement, because he has gone into the situ- 
ation and knows what is necessary to be 
done in order to stop the strike movement. 
The Post says: . 


The public knows that there is no 
necessity for a strike. Either side can 
give in, or both can concede something. 
Opinions will differ as to whether the 
president's plan is the best that could be 
evolved, but the public is disposed to 
Stand solidly behind him, knowing that 
he has gathered all pertinent facts and 
earefully gauged the temper of both 
sides. It is evident that he has become 
convinced that there must be an eight- 
hour day or a strike. Hence he asks 
the railroads to concede the eight-hour 
day while a government commission is 
investigating the whole subject. Then, 
after the facts are ascertained, if either 
si¢e is dissatisfied it may give notice of 
termination of this temporary arrange- 
ment, “with a view to institutin in- 
quiry into suggested readjustments of 
pay or practice.” 


In the foregoing The Post has succinctly 
epitomized the best of public opinion re- 
garding the strike situation. 

There is not now, nor was there ever, 
any necessity for a strike of this sort which 
would throw business into chaos and bring 
distress and suffering upon millions and 
millions of inhabitants of the United States, 
reaching even into the remote rural dis- 
tricts. 

That was why 


President Wilson took 
hold of it with a determination that it 
should not come. There is no law under 
which the president is authorized to inter- 
vene in matters of this kind, save the gen- 
eral law of the public weal. It was upon 
that ground alone that President Wilson 
took hold of the problem, and as usual he 
is upon the point of working it out through 
a combination of concession and arbitration, 
which will mean ultimate settlement upon a 
peace basis while traffic and business move 
on undisturbed. 

President Wilson has taken hold of a 
threatened disaster and averted it. Not- 
withstanding it was an unnecessary one, 
there is no other man in the country who 
could have achieved that end. 

There is nothing in all that he has done 
—and it has been much—which stands more 
to the credft of the man and his administra- 
tion than this one thing—the prevention of 
a calamity which must have been more $eri- 
ous in its far-reaching results than a war 
with Mexico or a conflict with our friends, 
the Germans, across the Atlantic! 


OPPORTUNITY IN OUR LAND. 


Robert M. Pindell, Jr., vice president of 
the Southern Settlement and Development 
Organization, of Baltimore, Md., in an ad- 
dress at Waycross last Wednesday, which 
The Constitution publishes in part today, 
drove home to the land-owners of Georgia 
some cold, hard truths, and said some things 
which Georgians—regardless of land owner- 
ship—well might ponder. For instance, he 
said: 


“In a é judgment there is no such 
thing in the south today as a truly satis- 
factory development which may go on 
and on and repeat itself here and there 
until these idle acres of yours are sold in 
the proper units to proper people, and are 
brought under cultivation in a success- 
ful agricultural program.” 


Stated another way, neither the south 
nor Georgia will ever attain a state of true 
“development” so long as individual land- 
owners choose or are permitted to hold 
thousands upon thousands of the best soil 
in the region of the most favorable climatic 
conditions on earth, in the “raw” state, un- 
tilled, unproductive save as nature clothes 
them; or, if tilled, tilled in a slipshod, un- 
systematic, “devil-may-care” manner. 

But Mr. Pindell’s address is its own com- 
mentary; it needs no elucidation. The 
great truth is that this state is suffering 
sorely from lack of development, lack of 
more rural population of the right sort, lack 
of that intensive spirit which, throughout 


all time, wherever and whenever it has been 


applied, makes “two blades grow where 
grew only one before.” And not until that 
day shall come, when that spirit shall re- 
ceive gtate-wide recognition and be applied, 
shall Georgia come into her own. 
plies, too, in a general way, to the entire 
rural south. 

{It is a fact, paradoxical as it may seem, 
that Georgia, one of the “original thirteen 
states’’—one of the very oldest of the forty- 
eight—is one of the newest. Just a little 
travel affords the proof of this. Our “new 
northwest”—Washington, Oregon, Idaho, 
Montana, the Dakotas and Wyoming, agri- 
culturally—is in advance of us in point of 
agricultural development in proportion with 
agricultural advantages and possibilities. 
Those states, even, the newest of our agri- 
cultural states, are, according to authentic 
and official statistics, getting more out of 
the soil, in the way of beef, mutton, pork, 
fruits and forage crops, in proportion to 
what it is possible to get per acre or per 
square mile, than is Georgia or the group 
of states comprising the “old southeast.” 

It is not pleasant to say this. The plain 
truth often is not pleasant to contemplate; 
but it never did an injury and never will. 

The land is here; the growing seasons 
are here; the soil is here; the best climate 
on the face of the globe is here—all beckon- 
ing, like Opportunity itself, to the purposeful 
man with progressive and intensive ideas, 
and the will to work with hand and brain to 
the betterment of himself and the glorifica- 
tion and emolument of the “new” southland. 

The real development of the south, as 
Mr. Pindell says, however, must come 
through and by the owners of the land. And 
when these so-called ‘land barons” shall 
realize this, and profit by it, a different, a 
greater, and a richer south will quickly sup- 
plant the present. 


COMING INTO OUR OWN. 


Fifteen cent cotton, the highest price 
reached by the staple since 1910, is already 
here. Sixteen cent cotton is on the way. 
Not only that, it is coming to stay and to go 
still higher. It would not be surprising if, 
before there is a backward drop of any 
moment, it went up to somewhere around 
the record-breaking figures of the period 
immediately following the close of the civil 
war. 

The south is at last coming into its own 
and coming rapidly, regardless of the con- 
tinuance of the European war and of the 
doubtful termination of that conflict. 

If the European conflict were to end to- 
morrow it would send cotton up in a more 
remarkable and more spectacular manner 
than the history of the market has ever 
recorded. It would add to the present price- 
making forces the enormous German, Aus- 
trian and Balkan demand which cannot now 
be supplied. It would mean record-breaking 
prices for the staple for two years to come, 
regardless of the size of the crop. Con 
tracts for actual cotton would be made for 
delivery eighteen months hence, and the 
southern producer would be in the heyday 
of a prosperity he has scarcely known in a 
quarter of a century. 

But the European war is not ended and 
nobody knows when it will end. It may go 
on fpr another year, or even two years, be- 
fore national stubbornness and determina- 
tion are broken and either side is brought 
to sue for peace. 3 

In the light of this fact, the continued 
and persistent advance in the price of cot- 
ton is even the more remarkable. In other 
words, the prospective close of the European 
war, whenever it may come, is no factor in 
the present market. 

The demand wholly apart from the mil- 
lions of bales which Germany, Austria, Tur- 
key and the Balkans would use, is respon- 
sible for the gratifying advance which is but 
a beginning of the south’s coming pros 
perity. 

Domestic consumption and new and more 
extended uses for cotton enter strongly as a 
factor into these interesting market condi- 
tions. Moreover, these factors will remain 
and persist; so that the close of the war 
will have a weight and effect of its own in 
sending up the price of cotton to almost un- 
precedented figures. 

Thus, is the south coming into its own, 
not at the close of the European war, but 
even now—today. And we shall profit by 
and look back upon it in the measure that 
we continue, as we have well begun, to 
make our living here at home, and to build 
savings and investment accounts upon the 
profits from our cotton fields.

Land Development of South 
Can Only Be Accomplished 
By Leadership of Land Owners 


In a “keynote” address last Wednesday 
before the Georgia Land Owners’ convention 
at Waycross, Robert M. Pindell, Jr., vice 
president of the Southern Settlement and 
Development organization, with headquar- 
ters in Baltimore, Md., stressed the point 
that the true development of the agricultural 
lands of the south and Georgia rests, not 
with “development organizations,’ railroads 
and other corporations, but with the owners 
of the land themselves. 

“Was there ever a country developed and 
settled and made prosperous and happy ex- 
cept under the leadership of the owners of 
the land?’ he vse} “No, unqualifiedly 
no!” he answered his own question, “and I 
know of no reason why a different rule 
should be applied to the development and 
settlement of the millions of idle acres that 
lie along this coastal plain.” His address, 
in part, follows: 

“All the wealth comes from the earth, and 
the waters under the earth, and this is true 
whether that wealth is the product ,of the 
mine, the forest or the farm, so that the real 
owners of the wealth of a community are 
the owners of the land. Ownership without 
responsibility is impossible, and, if what I 
may say will lead some of you to a fuller 
Featina of responsibility which the owner- 
ship of Georgia land involves, I will have 
rendered a service which repays me in full 
for the effort involved. 

‘T have been in this development busi- 
ness for about two and one-half years. In 
that time I have examined more or less in- 
timately many so-called developments. In 
some of them I have taken part, and I say 
to you frankly that I do not believe there 
is in the south today an agricultural devel- 
opment that is fully satisfactory in the sense 
that it could be made to grow indefinitely 
until there is no more undeveloped country 
within our midst. Some of you will think 
that this is a broad statement, and perhaps 
some of you will take issue with me, but 
if there is such a development, it has not 
been brought to my attention, and I doubt 
if one exists. 

No Truly Satisfactory Devclopment. 


“The limit of the ten-acre truck farm 


or the ten-acre citrus grove is easily ascer- 
tainable. I do not believe that the south 
will ever be built with ten-acre farms, or 
with forty-acre farms; and, therefore, I say 
that in my judgment there is no such thing 
in the south today as a truly satisfactory de- 
velopment which may go on and on and re- 
peat itself here and there until these idle 
acre of yours are sold in the proper units 
to proper people, and are brought under cul- 
tivation ina successful agricultural pro- 
gram, 

“It is a remarkable fact that almost ev- 
ery service agency in the south is in the

zations, such as that which I represent, are 
in the land development business, and the

The executive committee meeting at 


noon yesterday to consolidate the vote in 
Thursday's primary, voted to place before 
the people a second time the proposed char- 
ter amendments contained on the ballots in 
the city primary at the coming run-off pri- 
to be held within ten days from Au- 
gust 24, 

It was decided also by the committee that 
in the event of no run-off primary being 
held, the amendments will then be placed 
before the people at the primary next year. 

A resolution was introduced early in the 
meeting of the committee to eliminate en- 
tirely the proposed amendments on the 
grounds that less than one-half of the reg- 
istered voters favored the changes. This 
motion was amended to allow for a second 
expression of the people's opinion on the 
grounds that the people did not understand 
the nature of the proposed changes and for 
that reason had not voted in sufficient 
Strength to demand that the recommenda- 
tions on the ticket be placed before council. 


What Changes Provide. 


The proposed changes call for election 
by the people of the city tax assessors, the 
superintendent of schools, the general man- 
ager of parks, the city health officer, chief 
of the sanitary department, chief plumbing 
inspector, superintendent of mechanical en- 
gineering, superintendent or crrady hospital,- 
chief of police and chief of fire department, 
for furnishing free text-books to all city pub- 
lic school] children, and for changing the date 
of the general city election to the first Tues- 
day after the first Monday in November of 
each year so that this will fall on the same 
date as the general state election. If the 
vote is large enough to indicate that the 
people want the change council will be asked 
to request the legislature to amend the char- 
ter accordingly. 

The largest vote polled for these amend- 
ments was about 8,000. Out of a registration 
of 16,000 this total was not held to be suffi- 
cient as an indication of the people’s choice

Hawkinsville, Ga., August 25.—(Spe- 
cial.)—A spirited delegation of Con- 
federate veterans, snow white of head 
and beard, marched up with the undi- 
mindgghed pride and dignity of the mid- 
dle sixties, sat upon the stage of the 
Auditorium here this afternoon and 
shouted lustily when Hugh Dorsey was 
proclaimed the Henry Grady of the new 
south. 

“Dorsey is endowed with the fore- 
sight of Stephens,” said Colonel M. H. 
Boyers~in presenting him to the huge 
audience which taxed the auditorium, 


“the courage and fortitude of Ben Hill, 
the dignity and equipoise of Toombs. 
He is the Henry Grady of the new 
south. 

“There are issues in this campaign 
that strike at the vitais of your 
interests. And here is a man 
who champions those interests, defends 
such issues. Dorsey is oppesed to as- 
semblies of politicians who seek 
through selfishness to ruthlessly over- 
run the will of Georgia’s people. He is 
opposed to a convention that would at- 
tempt to put into the governor's chair 
any man not placed there by the ballot 
of the public. He wants you and not 
a fraction of designing ringmasters to 
have the vote. 

“Why should any man oppose such 
as the Neill Dill unless he seeks to 
cheat you out of your ballot? When 
the veto was put on the Neill bill the 
country counties of Georgia were given 
a vigorous slap in the face. 

“There is another issue that involves 
vou keenly and that is the respect due 
our court system, the integrity of jury 
verdicts must be upheld.

Applause tnat swept over the gath- 
ering in gales frequently stopped the 
speaker in the midst of his words. 

it was Hawkinsville’s most enthusi- 
astic political assembly. Dorsey was 
accorded a tremendous ovation. Includ- 
ed in the body of old soldiers grouped 
on the stage in Dorsey’s honor were 
J. B. Howard, Jack Brown, W. S. Lan- 
caster, Stephen Daniel, John Nelson, 
Judge D. L. Ridley, J. H. Berryhill, 
Cully Nobeles and P. H. “Lovejoy, the 
last of whom was mayor of this city for 
| ten consecutive years. 
| Ovation at Cochran. 

Dorsey’s speech in Cochran at 16 
o'clock.this morning outdid any polit- 
ical event in the town’s history. The 
courthouse was taxed bevond capacity. 
Many were denied admission because 
of the throng which congested the 
aisles and doorways. The candidate was 
presented amidst rousing cheers by 
Colonel C. A. Weddington, whose pre- 
diction that Dorsey would carry Bleck- 
ley county solid was greeted by a 
mighty outburst of approval. Present 
in the audience was a delegation from 
Dodge county, which had come to Coch- 
ran in five automobiles, headed by S8. 
W. Garrett, I. K. Norman and A. , 
Williamson. Its purpose was to per- 
suade Dorsey to deliver an address im 
Dodge. During the course of his dis- 
cussion of Governor Harris’ veto of the 
Neill bill a voice from the audience in- 
terrupted Dorsey with an indictment of 
the governor’s action, saying: ‘‘There 
was a greedy trick in It.” 

Convention a Dis ce. 

Wherever Hugh Dorsey goes he is 
being warned against the desperate 
Mition of the opposition to undo the 
Will of the people and defeat him in 
the hoped-for convention. But, accord- 
ing to e present status of the cam- 
paign, t¥ere will be no convention. The 
overwh:iming expression of the voters 
of Georgia willepreclude all need of it. 

The opposition has faith in its con- 
vention abilities. As an institution, the 
convention, according to Dorsey’s de- 
scription, has become a_ disgraceful 
medium of factional! politics. It is the 
last recourse of the “ring.” Dorsey’s 
opponents have hitherto been able to 
master the convention, and they are 
now driving for it with the desperation 
that precedes vanquishment. 

Dorsey’s opponents, it is believed, 
will affiliate in this last frenzied effort. 
There has already been evidence that

Regarding the propoced fight on him 
in the convention, Dorsey tells from 
the stand this amusing narrative:

Fully warned of the convention con- 
spiracy, Dorsey has already begun 
forearming in the nature of apprising 
the people of his opponents’ designs.

George Grogan Proposes That 
a Joint * Commission Select 
New Appellate Judges. 


George C. Grogan, of Efberton, who 
entered the race for the court of ap- 
peals Friday afternoon and paid over 
his $125 assesament to Secretary Mas- 
sengale, makes the eleventh candidate 
in the spirited contest now going on 
throughout the etate for the three new 
judgeships. Earlier in the day M™. J. 
Yeomans, of Dawson, had been added 
to the list of paid-up candidates. 

Of considerable interest to the other 
candidates and to members of the bar 
generally is the proposition m@mg. by 
Mr. Grogan ina circular letter address- 
ed to his competitors to the effect that 
they submit their oase to a joint com- 
mission to be composed of the justices 
of the supreme court and the judges of 
the court of appeals and that all of 
the candidates retire from the race ex- 
cept three to be selected by the com- 
mission. Thereby he says they would 
save themselves the trouble and ex- 
pense of a popular election. 


Mr. Grogan proposes that “— 
didate file with the proposed jo 
mission the following: 

“l respectfully submit my name 
as a candidate for one of the judge- 
ships on the ceurt of appeals cre- 
ated by the recent legislature. |] 
will not myself say or write you 
and will not allow others to do so 
one word in my favor of against 
another candidate. I will submit 
to deatgy a selection, and will never in- 
quire how any one or more of you 
may have voted, and all that you 
may do ‘in the premises shall be 
sacredly a secret among your- 
selves.”’ 

While there is some speculation as 
to what answers the candidates will 
give to Mr. Grogan’s proposal, it is not 
believed that it will meet with general 
acceptance or that the Georgia courts 
of review would consent to act as a 
commission even if the candidates 
agreed to it.

CUT GASOLINE AGAIN. 


Gewinner Will Sell One Cent 
Under Retail Market. 


Atlanta automobilists were greatly 
rejoiced Saturday when J. K. Gewinner, 
of the Johnson-Gewinner company, an- 
nounced that they would cut another 
cent off of the price of gasoline, 
bringing the retail price down to 23 
cents per gallon. 

Phis is the second cut under the or- 
dinary prices which has been made by 
the Johnson-Gewinner concern within 
the last two weeks. The first cut re- 
sulted in the refiners causing the sup- 
ply to be shut off. This ended in the 
matter being brought to the attention 
of the federal trade commission and in 
much local agitation that was not 
pleasant to the wholesale dealers. 

Since the first cut made by the John- 
son-Gewinner company, the wholesale 
price has dropped one cent throughout 
Georgia and Florida. This was attrib- 
uted by the wholesale dealers to a large 
increase in the supply, but many buy- 
ers have been inclined to give credit to 
the Atlanta retail concern. 

In notifying his patrons of the new 
reduction, Mr. Gewinner said: 

“We have waited a week hoping the 
oil companies would voluntarily makea 
reduction. The price of crude oil has 
dropped from $2.50 per barrel to $1.05 and 
even lower. Some of the oil wells are 
closing down because the price will not 
pay them to operate. The condition 
justifies a much lower price, and we 
hope our reduction will have a tendency 
to hasten a further reduction in the 
general market.”

Senator Attacks the Progress- 


farmers of the country to free trade 
in agricultural products. 
Assails Underwood Tariff. 

Republicans held the floor through- 
out the day’s discussion. Senator Gal- 
linger predicted a return of the coun- 
try to the protective tariff policy antl 
assailed the Underwood tar 
reserved terms. 

“The history of the ten months dur- 
ing which the Underwood act was op- 
erative under normal conditions,” said 
he, “is sufficient to justify our pre- 
dictions, and to further put the stamp 
of disapproval upon the law, which, 
but for the war, would have ruined 
most of the industries of the United 
States, and which, if still in effect at 
the close of that war, will make this 
country the dumping ground for all the 
surplus products of foreign labor. 

“In the first ten months of the Un- 
derwood law there was an increase of 
$88,000,000 in imports and a decrease 
of $342,000,000 in exports. 

“Sugar factories closed down or were 
operated under reduced conditions, 
steal mills drew their fires, woolen 
mills retrenched, many cotton mills 
were forced out of business, factories 
that remained open reduced their out- 
put, stocks depreciated, three million 
wage eurners were out of employment, 
the largest percentage since 1894-'97, 
freight cars to the number of 350,000 
were idle, as were the locomotives and 
engineers, freight handlers, firemen and 
others depending upon their operation, 
60 per cent of the railroad mileage of 
the country was in the hands of recelv- 
ers, dividends were passed, railroad 
gross earnings dropped one hundred 
millions in the ten months, or ten mil- 
lions a month, bread lines were the 
longest ever known and there was the 
greatest demand for charity. When we 
predicted these things we were called 
‘calamity howtlers,’ but I am reciting 
history now.” 

Opposes Doubling Income Tax. 

Senator Weeks attacked the proposed 
doubling of the income tax, which he 
said was designed originally to be 
used only in a great emergency, an 
Senator McCumber sought through ex- 
pert statistics to show that had it not 
been for the war in Europe the busi- 
ness of the United States would have 
been demoralized. 

The democrats of the finance commit- 
tee today agreed to strike from the 
bill the proposed stamp tax on insur- 
ance policies, against which there has 
been a flood of protests. An amend- 
ment by Senator Hitchcock proposes a 
graduated tax on news print paper sell- 
ing for more than $45 a ton to check 
the advancing price of the paper. Sena- 
tor Overman introduced amendments to 
provide that the proposed 5 per cent 
tax on manufacturers of materials 
entering into the making of munitions 
and especially into gun powder, should 
not apply to agricultural products. The 
amendment is designed especially to 
exempt cotton.

SUBMARINE BREMEN. 
CAPTURED BY BRITISH 


U-Boat Caught in a Steel Net 
in the Straits of 
Dover. 


New York, ° August 25.—The New 
York City News association quotes 
“an officer of the British merchant ma- 
rine’ who arrived here today aboard 
the White Star steamship Baltic as 
authority for the statement that the 
German submarine Bremen has been 
captured by the British and 33 of her 
crew of 35 made prisoners. The Bre- 
men, according to the account, was cap- 
tured in the Straits of Dover in a steel 
net on August 2. Two members of her 
crew lost their lives. 

The Bremen, it was said, white en- 
meshed in the net, was sighted by a 
British patrol boat, her stern under 
water and her bow high above the 
surface. After endeavoring for a time 
to extricate the wreck, the patrol boat 
steamed away for Dover with her pris- 
oners.

Berlin, August 25.—(By Wireless to 
Say ville.) Preparations for another 
voyage of the submarine Deutschland 
to the United States are well under way.

or TRIP OF DEUTSCHLAND 


Berlin, August 26.—(Via London.)— 
United States Ambassador Gerard is 

uoted in The Muenchener Zeitung as 
dectaring that the voyage of the mer- 
chant submarine, Deutschland, is the 
most important event in a long time in 
the relations between Germany and the 
United States. The ambassador is 

uoted as follows: 

’ “Americans are convinced by nothing 
so quickly as success, and the captain 
and builder of this ship scored a great 
political success in America for the 
German people. The impressions made 
by the Deutschland’s arrival in Ameri- 
ean waters has proved strong and en- 
during and now that the return voyage 
has been made safely under probably 
more difficult conditions it will be 
harder than ever for persons who try 
to depreciate German achievements to 
convince my countrymen.” 

The interviewer says that Ambassa- 
dor Gerard expressed to him congratu- 
lations to the whole.German people and 
also sent a congratiNatory dispatch to 
the owners of the Deutschland, saying: 

“You have not only done much ‘ 
promoting the friendly relations be- 
tween Germany and America, but have 
shown the world another illustration of 
the enterprise and patriotism of Ger- 
man merchants and engineers.” 


INFANTILE PARALYSIS 
SEEMS UNDER CONTROL 


| 


New York, August 25.—While the 
/ daily improvement of the’ infantile 
‘paralysis situation has convinced ex- 
perts that the epidemic is under con- 
trol, health department bureau heads 
estimated tonight that the total num- 
ber of cases would exceed 10,000 be- 
fore the disease is stamped out. They 
predicted that 2,500 children would be 
left so badly crippled they would 
have to wear braces and that more 
than 3,000 others would hover between 
being perfectly well and being per- 
manently crippled. 

The death toll from the epidemic, 
it was estimated, would be 2,2 to 
2,500.
